Railroad Dollar Day 


Railroad Dollar Days, said to be an inno- 
vation in steam road transportation, will be 
inaugurated by the Boston and Maine 
Railroad on October 12, 13 and 14, in con- 
nection with Columbus Day. 

Under the plan, an adaptation of modern 
merchandising methods, a round trip ticket 
will be sold between any two points on the 
Boston and Maine Railroad for a one-way 
fare plus one dollar. It will be good at any 
time during these three days. 

Half-fares for children under 12 will apply 
as usual, the rat being one half-fare plus 
half a dollar. 


Coming at a time when automobile 
traffic congestion is at its Fall peak, the 
greatly reduced rates, characterized by 
Boston and Maine officials as the ‘biggest 
dollar’s worth in the history of railroad 
transportation,” are intended to offer the 
public an extra inducement to leave the 
automobile at home and travel comfortably 
by train. 

Savings to the travelling pub ic under the 
Boston and Maine dollar day plan will 
amount to a substantial sum, as the entire 
system in four New England states and one 
state outside is included in the plan, and no 
limit is placed on the ¢istance that may be 
covered or the number of tickets that may be 
purchased. Passengers may purchase tickets 
in advance to enable them to start on early 
trains on the morning of the holiday, October 
12, and the return limit provides only that 
the return trip must be begun before mid- 
night Sunday. However, the return portion 
of tickets of passengers enroute previous to 


midnight Sunday will be honored through to || 


original starting point on Monday, Oct. 15. 

It is pointed out by the railroad officials, to 
illustrate operation of the plan, that a 
passenger could leave Troy, N. Y., the 
western passenger terminus of the Boston 
and Maine, early Friday morning, arrive at 
the New North Station about noon, continue 
to Portland by any of the Friday afternoon 
or evening trains, have Saturday and 
Sunday in Portland, leaving these as late as 
7.50 p.m., and completing the return trip to 
Troy by train on Monday morning. 

The total distance, 610.2 miles would be 
covered under the dollar day rate at a cost 
of only $11.79, against the usual full-fare 
rates of $21.58.

One of the best ways to learn how to 
play a good game of auction is to stud 
the mistakes made by others. In this 
way similar mistakes can be avoided 
and your own game improved to that 
extent. Here are several hands that 
bring out points that should be care- 
fully studied and understood: 


four hearts? Y should pass the redouble 
and leave it to his partner to decide 
whether they could defeat four clubs or 
should try to make four hearts.

interesting comparison of the different 
campaign speeches of the presidential 
candidates and their supporters on the 
stump. No matter on which side one’s 
sympathies lie the strong points as well 
as the defects of each speech are more or 
less apparent to all listeners. The 
editorial in full is reprinted here: 


The difference between Gov. Smith and 
Mr. Hoover on the platform is the difference 
between an entertainer and an educator, a 
sleight-of-hand performer, and a Chau- 
tauqua orator, an ease and a states- 
man, a ‘“‘wise-cracker” who catches the 
crowd by the manner in which he says 
things, and a serious student who is more 
anxious to develop his subject than in the 
exact manner of development. Each of the 
methods has its advantages and its draw- 
backs. 

A speaker of the Gov. Smith or “Jimmie” 
Walker type gives his hearers a good show, 
knocks ’em off their seats, td to their 
fancies and steams ‘em up. He ets the 
White House on one side of his street-corner 
soap box and the National Capitol on the 
other. He does not try to win his hearers by 
logic and plain exposition. He beguiles them, 
he joshes them, tries to wheedle them into 
a mood which will make them sign a blank 
check. The immediate effect is stimulation. 
The secondary and final consequence is 
likely to be a feeling of misgiving. There 
is a suspicion that the speaker who discusses 
national subjects in an easy lingo of the 
street probably has not gone into the heart of 
things. 

A good example of this kind of oratory was 
the speech in Boston Saturday night of 
Mayor Walker—‘the trim, slim, glib little 
mayor,” as the Boston Globe describes 
him. He made a trim, slim, glib little may- 
oralty speech. Mayor Walker was never 
more entertaining than in discussing great 
principles of government and invoking the 
spirit of Paul Revere and the older New 
England. Jimmie is the prise protege of 
Governor Smith, enormously inferior to him 
in ability and in the positive and negative 
virtues, but a good example of the Smith 
type of speaker. 

The defect of the Hoover type of speaker 
is that he is so eager to outline his principles 
and to inform his hearers that he neglects the 
little tricks of the trade. His appeal is not to 
prejudice, to sentiment, to racial or religious 
preferences, but to the head. He takes and 
talks serious things seriously, sometimes 
perhaps too seriously. He would rather refer 
to John Marshall than to Moran and Mack. 
He prefers “fallacy” to “boloney”. He disre- 
gards the trifling topics of the moment and 
the expediencies of the hour, and gets down 
to the essentials of things. He does not 
usually make folks roar instantaneous 
approval. The immediate effect is increased 
respect for him and an enhanced interest in 
the great difficulties which beset adminis- 
trators. The first-Tuesday-in-November ef- 
fect is likely to be a conviction that here is a 
safe man to follow. 

A good example of this kind of s h was 
Mr. Hoover's Newark address. It opened 
with a sentence which is distressingly acad- 
emic. It has compact passages relating to 
economics. Even formidable statistics are 
there. The speech lacked the little ces 
which light and lighten a dark and a heavy 
theme. A less conscientious man than Mr. 
Hoover might have watered that address 
rhetorically into three or four first class 
speeches. 

In Mr. Hoover’s Elizabethan address of 
Saturday, we find few if any of these defects. 
It has the sort of glow which shone through 
that remarkable letter which he wrote soon 
after the nomination at Kansas City, In 
spite of an awkward sentence or two, It Is 
superior in form to anything which has come

It is unnecessary to remove food from a 
can as soon as it is opened. For a reasonable 
period the food may safely remain in the 
can. Transferring it to another container 
only means another dish to wash. If the can 
was safe while the food was shut up in it, 
it is still safe. 


When making jelly it is not necessary to 
heat the sugar before adding it to the fruit 
juice. The only reason for eatin it is to 
shorten the time of boiling the jelly. If the 
ies is boiling hot when the sugar is put 
n, the boiling process will only be checked 
for a minute or two by the addition of the 
cold sugar. It is then boiled rapidly until the 
jelly stage is reached, which should be in 
from 5 to 10 minutes or even less. 

Mildew stains on fabrics when very fresh, 
may sometimes washed out with soaj 
and water, or bleached in the sun. The growth 
of mildew is at first on the surface of ma- 
terials that have been allowed to become 
damp, but in a short time these molds pene- 
trate the fiber and injure it, and are shaout 
impossible to eradicate. Soaking the stains 
in sour milk overnight and placing in the 
sun without rinsing, will sometimes help. 
Slight stains are some Temoved 
mo toning them with lemon juice and salt 
and p in the sun. Javelle water, 
used as a bleach, will take out mildeew 
stains on white cotton or linen but should 
never be used on silk or wool. Other chemi- 
cals are also used at times. Mildew on shoes 
should be wiped off as soon as detected, and 
the shoes washed with soap and warm water, 
and well dried. Stuff the shoes with soft 
crumpled paper or dry oats, and dry in a 
warm, but not hot, place.

3. The Society is not rich. It has been 
carrying on for so long a time, and the press 
has carried so many notices of bequests left 
it, that it has become almost an accepted 
institution with the belief that it is a rich 
organization. When we consider that the 
income from its invested funds last year was 
less than $30,000, and its total expenditures 
$209,500, it is obvious that the Society is not 
rich, but on the contrary needs very sub- 
stantial contributions from the public to en- 
able it to carry on its work in an effective 


t 


way. 
4. The special job of this Society is child 
ly abused 
and neglected children, suffering through the 
culpable neglect of their parents, or whose 
rights are violated or threatened by anyone. 
Its work is not duplicated by any other 
social agency, either public or private. Indeed 
all other social agencies appeal to this 
Society when their persuasion fails and legal 
compulsion or discipline is required, as this

ROGER W. BABSON TALKS ABOUT 
WHOLESALE TRADE PROBLEMS 


He Stresses Advantages of the Cash and Carry System — Advises Wholesalers to Study 
the Market — Season Increase More Pronounced than Usual— 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, October 12, 
1928 


“The wholesaler who succeeds during the 
next five years will be the one who has the 
ability to grasp present changed conditions 
and the courage to adopt new policies to 
meet them. The wholesaler can no more 
fight the present competitive battle with the 
selling methods of his grandfather than the 
shoe manufacturer could hore to compete in 
the shoe trade by using the machinery of 
forty years ago. New problems have arisen. 
The wholesaler finds Ke is being short-cir- 
cuited by the chain store, and by direct-to- 
consumer selling. Also he finds that the 
average retail order is growing smaller. This 
means that his operating costs are increasin; 
out of proportion to fis gross volume o} 
business. 

“Various reasons have been given for the 
reduction in the size of average retail orders, 
among which are hand-to-mouth buying, 
chain store comretition, desire of retailers 
for quick turn-over, purchasing by retailers 
from several different jobbers thereby reduc- 
ing the amount purchased from each and 
unsatisfactory credit conditions among the 
smaller retailers. Since it is thipoaathie for 
the wholesaler, with chain competition so 
keen, to obtain a wider margin from the 
manufacturer, his only alternative lies in 
reducing operating expenses. Therefore, he 
must either find some way to increase the 
average size of retail orders thereby enabling 
him to handle them at a profit considering 
the service rendered, or he must cut out some 
of the expensive service which he now per- 
forms for the retailer. 


Advantages of Cash and Carry 


“The chain store has succeeded -because 
it has dispensed with all unnecessary ser- 
vices. By eliminating delivery costs, charge 
accounts, bad debts, and the expensive 
book-keeping necessary to the open account 
system, the chain store is able to sell at rock 
bottom prices. By selling for cash it is able 
to buy for cash. The wholesaler’s problem is 
very similar. As it now stands he has two 
courses open to him. First, he can try to 
increase the average size of orders, or second 
he can adopt the cash and carry system, at 
least for staple lines of goods. To what extent 
it is possible under present conditions to 

rsuade retailers to buy in larger quantities 
is questionable. Probally if the wholesalers 
would agree among themselves to stop send- 
ing so many salesmen after the same customer 
there would be somewhat larger orders for 
each, By splitting up the retail trade among 
many houses it often times happens that the 
business is not profitable to any of them. 
Also wholesalers should not set up incompe- 
tent men with practically no capital in 


business as retailers, because ultimately 
such customers are nothing but a burden on 
the wholesale house. The policies outlined 
aove would help, but I very much question 
if they would solve the entire problem. You 
cannot change the buying habits of retailers

and make them order in much larger units 
when they, themselves have found that 
ravid turn-over is their only hore of profit. 
Close buying and quick turn-over are abso- 
lutely essential if retailers are to Le successful 
in meeting chain store comy etition. 

“The other alternative, namely, the 
wholesale cash and carry plan does offer 
encouraging possi ilities. One of the princinal 
reasons for the decreasing size of the average 
retail order is the better delivery service 
offered by the wholesaler. Thus, the whole- 
saler himself by improving his service has 
helped to make the resulting business 
unprofitable. Economically, therefore, the 
problem seems to boil down to a question of 
cutting out all service which can possi>ly be 
disrensed with. This can be done on those 
lines of stanle goods which do not need any 
selling, which the retailer would order any- 
way. It is a very wasteful practice to send 
salesmen after such orders, 

“Recent experience has shown that the 
retailer is only too glad to go and get his 
staple goods from the Wiolesaler’s ware- 
house if he can obtain a substantial price 
reduction. Also this cash and carry plan, 
where it has been thoroughly tried, has 
resulted in increases both in gross business 
and in net margin of profit. Specialty lines 
still must be sold to some extent in the 
regular way, but staples do not have to be. 
Cash and Carry in the Grocery Trade 

“In the grocery trade competition has 
forced the independent retail grocer to hunt 
bargains. When he finds them he is willing 
to pay cash for them and cart them back to 
his store. It is on this principle that certain 
pivereasive wholesale houses in Chicago, 

oledo, and Southern California established 
cash and carry departments in each of their 
warehouses. One of these concerns now re- 
ports that its cash and carry business has 
grown 50 per cent larger than its regular 
service business. Moreover, because this 
concern is able to send capacity loads to the 
central warehouses ated of handling many 
small orders that are unprofitable, expenses 
have been markedly reduced and profit 
correspondingly increased. Cash and carry 
has been successful for t ese wholesalers and 
there is now every indication that the move- 
ment is spreading. Although it started only 
with the wholesale grocers it is being ex- 
tended in several other lines such as, confec- 
tion.ry, tobacco, and hardware. The ‘cash 
and carry’ wholesalers no longer worry about 
the size of the average order because it does 
not cost them any more to handle the small 
order than it does the large one. The retailer 
does his own delivery and pays cash. 


Market Study Essential 


“Under the highly competitive conditions 
today it is essential for wholesalers to 
analyze their markets. They must study the 
best methods of shipment, the proper routing 
of salesmen, the buying power of given 
localities, and other related subjects in order 
to increase volume and reduce their costs. 
In this connection a very useful publication 
has been issued by the Department of Com-

merce entitled, ‘Atlas of Wholesale Grocery 
Territories.’ This is a combined atlas and 
directory based on results of questionnaires 
answered by 3,000 wholesalers. It is co- 
related with freight rate, population, and 
other significant data.It shows the number 
of salesmen and their territory, the number 
of accounts in each county, the methods of 
shipment, the number of delivery trucks and 
zones covered, and many other things im- 
portant for the wholesaler to know. This 
analysis is useful not only to the grocery 
trade, but to other wholesale lines. It applies 
to 79 per cent of the drug outlets, 69 per 
cent of the wholesale hardware outlets, 82 
pet cent of the wholesale shoe outlets, and 
9 per cent of the wholesale dry goods out- 
lets. This publication may be obtained from 
the Superintendent of Documents, Govern- 
ment Printing Office, Washington, D. C., 
or i district office of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce. It would be well 
for every wholesaler to obtain a copy and 
study it. 


Current Conditions in the Trade 

“Although some lines are still lagging, 
there has been recently a distinct betterment 
in the wholesale business compared with 
mid-summer. The seasonal increase from 
July to August this year was more pro- 
nounced than usual thus affording encourage- 
ment that total Fall business may reach 
satisfactory figures. Among the lines peda 
the best seasonal advance are men’s an 
women’s clothing, dry goods, boots and 
shoes, drugs and Tcniturer Other lines show- 
ing less pronounced seasonal betterment 
are wholesale groceries, meats, and hardware. 
Business by the Babsonchart has increased 
to normal, it having registered for the past 
few weeks slightly below normal.”

Old-Time “Horne” Book 


Hard to Find Today 


Not a book in fourm, though one ip 
name, the “horne” books, suys Mentor 
Maguzine, was made of a thin plece of 
wood usually about four or five Inches 
long and two inches wide, with a sheet 
of paper placed upon one side. Printed 
on this at the top was the alphabet In 
large and small letters. Below were 
the simple syllables, such as ab, eb, 
ib, ob, ub and other vowel and con 
sonant combinations, Then followed 
the Lord's prayer, never omitted from 
any of the early textbooks. To the 
Colonists, avid for a religious life, the 
appearance of this prayer was far 
more important than any educational 
device whatsoever. 

Over the whole printed page was a 
thin eheet of transparent yellowish 
horn. Both the pauper and the horn 
were fastened to the board by a nar 
row strip of metal held down by little 
tacks, a simple and primitive process. 
Mrs. Earle, that charming chronicler 
of Colonial times, tells of finding 
crosses at the two upper corners of 
the page. Hence to read a horn book 
was often called reading a “criss-cross 
row.” 

Today a horn book is rare. The mys 
tery is not in their absence so much 
as in their complete disappearance. 
Surely in those duys of large familles 
there must have been a plenteous sup- 
ply of “those humble little instruments 
of tnstruction.” 


Da Vinci Had Vision 
of Conquest of Air 


Artists and writers are colmmuoniy 
supposed to be tmpractical people, and 
yet we were reminded only the other 
day by a local colorist that Leonardo 
da Vincl wrote the first treatise on 
mechanical flight und demonstrated 
the principles of the parachute, Du 
Vinci was a painter, sculptor and mill 
tary and civil engineer. He was also 
an architect, und drew the first tech 
nical design for imitation wings. In 
his device the tiper was to occupy aA 
horizontal position and work the fly 
ing strokes with his arms and feet by 
means of ropes pussing over pulleys 
The wings rese:b'ed those of the bat 
and consisted of several parts which 
flapped together in the upper stroke 
and spread out on the down stroke, A 
tall surface was provided between the 
parted legs. 

Da Vinci planned this some time be 
tween 1487 and 1499.—Washington 
Star. 


Ladies Worried Lawmakers 

About the time that women began 
to flutter thelr wings and, indeed, In 
1896 they were wearing bellowed 
sleeves, the British parliament waxed 
indignant that ladies were invading 
without precedent its sacred precincts 
But a London paper at opce reminded 
that “Ladies attended pariiament tn 
droves more thun 200 years ago.

older, buving originated with Lord 
Falkland in the days when Richard 
was lord protector of England, Rich- 
ard had consented to the appointment 
of a general council of officers to ald 
In the government Parliament and 
the urmy were opposed to each other, 
Five hundred olflicers assembled and 
attempted to remove command of the 
army from civil power. In parlia 
ment, Lord Falkland, who foresaw 
the threatening danger, sald: “You 
have been a long time talking of 
the three estates. There is a fourth, 
which {f not well looked to will turn 
us all out of doors.” The application 
here made it not to the press but to 
the army. 

The phrase has been used at vari 
ous times to distinguish the army, the 
laboring classes, and the press as dis 
tinguished from the church, and the 
lords and commons.—Detroit News,
